Each subor- 
dinate grange orgnnizod pays 815 "dis 
pensation," for a charter. The receipts 
From this source up to July last would 
then hare been 1330,000. Tho initia- 
tion fee is throe dollars per -head.

Tho ten-cent monthly 
dues would make 8200,000 per month, 
and tho six cent quarterly dues from 
each member to tho State Orange would 
amount to $120,000 per quarter.

mire. What proportion of the money 
paid to State Oranges goes to tho Na- 
tional Orange we are not informed , 
hut by this showing tho latter hud re- 
ceived up to tho first of Iniit July 8331),- 
000 for charters, and probubly twice as 
uuoh more on account of annual dues.

ence it luis not lost many of its tcrriffic 
results; that the false membrane which 
exists in this disease is nothing but the 
expression or manifestation of this dis- 
cuso, and not (he disease itself; that 
diphtheria may and does Incute itself in 
tho pharynx, soft palate, tonsils, &o., 
an J while it confines itself to those or- 
gans it is not very dangerous, but when 
it attacks the larynx and trachea, few, 
if any, got well , that true croup is 
diphtheria; thnt tho term "croup" is 
an unfortunate name, that tho croup 
cough belongs peculiarly to diphtheria.

is so, because the event commemorated 
Is one id which the entire race to inter- 
ested, and by which, to a greater or less 
extent every human being Is benefltted. 


Allother anniversary days are local 


in their significance, and celebrate events, 
which affect the interests of a nation, a 
State, a municipality, an institution, or 
an individual, as the case may be, and 
their observance is participated in by 
those only who are directly or indirect- 
ly benofltted by the event commemora- 
ted. To those outside this circle the 
observances are unmeaning. The songs 
which sing the praises of those whose 
deeds of prowess and courage achieved 
the event which has passed into history 
as the greatest that has occurred in time, 
have no inspiration for those who can 
trace no connection between that event 
and their own well-being. Orators how- 
ever eloquent they may be in detailing 
the noble deeds which culminated in the 
particular event circulated, can awaken 
no enthusiasm in hearts which do not 
feel their own interests to be linked with 
the event in question. 


The event celebrated on Christmas 


anniversary is one in which all humanity 
feels an interest, and in its observance, 
all national and local distinctions are ob- 
literated, and every human being is 
called upon to unite in the anthems of 
praise which aie sung in honor of the 
World's Redeemer, and in commemora- 
lion of His advent among men, and en- 
gage in such other observances as are in 
•keeping with tho spirit.and design of the 
anniversary. 


On this day therefore all earth should 


be glad, and her people should vie with 
each other in cultivating and manifest- 
ing the spirit of Him wJiose advent they 
celebrate. 


Well suited to this purpose is the prac-

It should be remembered, also, that in 


the prosecution of his mission of mercy 
among men, the clowning glory of all 
was "tho poor have tho gospel preached 
to them." 


So in Iho beslowmenl of our gifts may 


it not bo well to mimile charity wilh 
what we do, and carry to the homes of 
tho destitute as far as we may be able 
the f eslivilies of Chi islmas day ? By so 
doing we will cultivate and raalurc with- 
in ourselves, not only Ibe feelings of re- 
spect and love which we cherish for 
those with whom wo arc socially con- 
nected, but will awaken within our 
breasts that principle of love which has 
a wider scope and is akin to that which 
moved God in the bcstowment of the 
groat gift. We offer the foicgoing sug- 
gestions for the consideration of our 
readers, and hoping we may all adopl 
the motto of "Peace and good will" we 
most cordially wish everybody a merry 
Christmas.
